1 . This office action is in response to the Amendment filed on 03/14/2008 and Notice of 
Appeal filed October 9, 2008. 

2. Applicant amended claims 1, 2, 3, 7, 8, 10, 11, 14, 15-18, 30, 33, and 37, cancelled 
claims 2, 19-29, and 36. 

3. Claims 1,3-18, 30-35, and 37 (currently renumbered as claims 1-24) are allowable over 
the prior art of record. 

4. This communication warrants no examiner's reason for allowance, as applicant's reply 
makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as required by rule 37 
CFR 1.104 (e). In this case, the substance of applicant's remarks in the Notice of Appeal filed on 
October 9, 2008 point out the reason claims are patentable over the prior art of record.
